■’.At the end of the racing today.” said Handi- 
••apper AValter S. A'osbiirgh of the Jmke.v Club, 
after a day’s racing at the .Acqiiediict track in 
filly, "I had hamlicappisl 12G,7l*> horses; that is, 

J liail allotted wciglits to tliat man.v horses in my 
Iwcnly-six .rears of exiierience,” he said witli a 
smile. He* explains also I hat tills niimlH-r dois 
not constitute all tlM‘ liors*‘s that have Is-eii entered 
in races or have run in races during his oltieial 
career. He has nothing to do With eertain races, 
such as those in which "eonditions,” as they are 
eallml. preserilie the vai'i-iiig imposts, or where 
there is a fixed weight f.ir all entrants. He has 
to do only with Hie stakes, the ehissles of the turf, 
till* high-weight and low-weiglit haiiilieaps and all 
tile other variations for titem devised ii.v Hie racing 
assoi-iation oftiiials. 

‘'llanilienpping. liy wliieli wi> discover wliat 

weiglit to iniisise on a lior.se,” lie continued, "is 
liaseil on tlie form and the class of a liorse, eoin- 
pared with otliers against whieli he is to run. B.v 
form is meant tlie jihysieal I'onilitioii of a hor.se 
judged from his most recent best race. By class — ” 
he paused and smiled again, “well, I do not think 
I have ever heard a satisfactory definition of ‘class,’ 
hut I can illustrate it. 

"No matter what may be the pedigree, tlie breed- 
ing or the tiuiining of a horse he falls into one of 
four classes for a reason no one has ever becu able 
to discover. 'Phese classes deik-nd upon the weight 
one class should cany compared with the other 
three classes that have a winning elianee. Con- 
sidering that all file liorses were t.i run in a cer- 
tain race it is jiidgisl tliat the first class can carry 
from 120 to Fill p.iimds. There are hardly ever 
more than four or five horses a .vear in this class. 
'Pile midille-elass horses would have an iniimst of 
from Ho to F20 pounds, the third from llMl to 110 
and th<* fourtli from IKl to lOl* ponmis. 

".A horse wins his class for himself. He nia.v be 
the offspring of the best, race horse and race uiare 
of their day and .vet fall into the fourth class. Or 
again, he I'uay not have laireiits so famous and be 
line of tile lords of tlie turf. .Aristocrat or common- 
er. he finds his level — his class. 

"The weights I liave mentioned are those whieh 
exiierienei* lias atlixi-d for all the horses. As a 
matter of fact, I Iwdieve that the In-st horse in 
training can give tlie worst liorse as higii as sixl.v 
rounds tlie best <if the weiglits and beat him at 
a mile. Isonoiny. a noted English racer, did it and 
won.” 

It is further explained at this point that in 
handicapping the hanilieapper has certain rules to 
oliserve in the matter of placing the weights, which 
are rules of the .IiH’key f’luh. One Is that in all 
races where the purse is more than lftj*Xl the top 
weight shall he 12t; pounds. There are modifications 
to this, as in a race like the Suburban, where a 
winner of a race, after annoiiiii'ement of the 
weights, is penalized an extra five pounds. An ex- 
ample was the gelding Roanier. wliieli was slated 
to earr.v 125 iHiniids against the 12*1 iioiiuds of 
Borrow,' the AVhitney gelding, rnnning in tiie colors 
of L. S. Tliouipson. Roamor won a handicap after 
the aiiiiouneement of the weights, and therefore 
aiitomatieall.v took on an added five pounds, making 
his wei.ght 120. He did not start. 

'Pile iiiininiiim wei.ght to be carried in all steeple- 
chase events is l.'tO ponnils. 

In highweigiit handleaps the heaviest impost must 
lie 140 pounds. 'Phat rule lias caused mueli eoni- 
plaiiiing hy tlie ignorant. AA’hat the handicapper 
eoiisiders the Ijest horse must carry tliat weiglit 
and soiiietimes in the ease of tliird class horses 
drawn together in such an event it seems stagger- 
ing. The luuidieapper luis no alternative. 

Many years ago the racing authorities devised 
what is kiiovin as the weight-for-age scheditle; that 
is. they drew up a scale of weights to he earriiHl 
at certain spiH-itied times of the racing season hy 
horses of eertain ages racing a speeitied distaiiee. 

"1 pay very little attention to that scale,” said 
Mr. A'oshurgli. "I think we have outgrown it ami 
that it is unfair toda.v to the older horses. Horses 
are racist harder tmlay than they were w hen it was 
adopted. B.v the time they are. say five years old. 
much of their racing power has been taken out of 
them. fnder tlie old scale they must <-oneeile 
weight to younger hor.ses. althimgh their powers 
are waning.' It is unfair.” 

It m.iy lie added tliat some time ago Mr. A'os- 
burgh drew up a new scale of weights wliieli is 
now in llie haiid.s of the .Im-ke.v Clul> officials. It 
is not improbable lhat some day the new scale 
iiia.v be ordained whieh will remove the hardsiiips 
from the older horse. In the meantime Mr. \'os- 
Inirgh. where the ismditions do not prescribe other- 
wise, makes his own standards, Jiiids liis own basis 
and handicaps the horses from that, as he thinks 
they slxmld run. 

'Pile talk then turned to the peronal side and it 
was learned tliat tlie otlieial liandieapper is praeti- 
enll.v a New Yorker liorn anil iired; tluit is. lie was 
horn at AA'hite Plains ami siient his hoyhisid days 
iu what is now ITie Bronx, it hnptiened that this 
IkivIushI was passed in tlie sliadow of old .lenmie 
I’.irk. one time racing center of the eoimtr.v. wliieli 
exiilains natiirali.v why his life tisik its trend. It 
would liave lusm imiiossihle for a red-ldooileil Iki.v to 
live ill that atmos|iliere iu those da.vs and not ali- 
sorh .something of racing. 

Tills was the day of tlie elder Belmiait. the elder 
I'assatt, Koliert (larrett. "I’omnmdure" Kitson, J. 
i:. Haggiii. David D- AA’itliers ami a host of iiioneers 
of the turf in the norlli. Before he knew it the 
hoy had aeqiiired a knowledge of pedigree and 
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"strains.’’ He liegan to know horses in training 
and their form. Being of .m exact mind, he classi- 
fied this kn*iwledge. This lias resulted, with tlie 
aid of a inemor.v which is s|siken of as marvellous, 
in his being able to reiieat the iiaiue of every 
winner of the English Derby from 1>:2,5 down to the 
Iireseiit with such details as weight and in eases 
iiieiileiits of the race. It is said lie can do tlie 
same for the Sulmrhau, Brisiklyn Handieaii, Fu- 
turity and otlier .American classics. 'Pliis is not 
done merel.v as a feat of inemor.v, lint his-aiise lie 
knows the strains that priKliiced those winners, tlie 
liistor.v Ilf the horses, their eapa'nilities and nlti- 
mately Hie fate of the h.vgoiie eliain|>iiiiis. He was 
still in Ids teens when lie heeaine an authority on 
ra<‘e liorses. and it was before lie was twenty tliat 
he his-aiiie an isli|,ir of the old Spirit of 'Pile 'Pimes, 
ill its day an autlmrity also. Hi‘ went to work for 
Hiat iiiililieatiim in IS.SI ami was working still, 
varying l;is labors hy eimtrihulions to other iiuhli- 
eatimis oil the seientitie phase of racing. wliMi the 
late .lolin -A. Alorris founded .Alfirrls Park. Mr. 
Morris wanted an exjiert handicapper to allot the 
weights for the horses whieh should run at his 
(lark, and he retained Mr. A'oshnrgh. Monuiontli 
Park wa« still in its glory along tlie .lersey coast 
and David 1>. Withers, the eoiitrtdlin.g factor there, 
engaged him for similar work when it was |ier- 
eeived how siieeessfiil he was. ’Phe other associa- 
tions followed, and since then, whether it was new 
P.elmont Park, revived Saratoga or wliat not, -Air. 
A'oshurgh lias lieeii Hie liaiidieaiiper. 

"Tlie iliftieiilty of the work.” Dqieateil Mr. A’os- 
biirgli. "Yes, tliere are dittieiilties. and twenty-six 
.years liave not siiuHithed them. Soinelimos it k<sqis 
nu“ at work until 2 or o’clock in the iiioruing. 
and the records 1 must eomsiilt would fill two 
trunks. 

"It would lie rather eas.v, I siipisise. if the same 
horse raced together all tlio time under tlie same 
Conditions. AA'c would have direct evidenee to aid 
us. I am sorry to say that seldom o<-ctirs. I,et 
us take, for instance, that A, B. C’, D, E, etc., 
are entered in a given race. It is for four-year- 
olds and uiiwanl, with the distance one mile. The 
records show tliat .A has never run a mile in a 
race, B has not meed since Ids two-year-old 
season, C lias raced only in England, I) comes from 
the west and one has never met the other before. 

“It is necessary for the handicapper to take a 
long, edioiis. eireuitons route. He must handi- 
cap by class shown and b.v ’lines,’ as they arc 
i-alled. endeavoring to get the eapiibilities of each 
horse with refiTCui'e to the others h.v studying their 
races witli still other horses, whieli have raced 
with still otlier horses, some of wliieh may 
liave raivil with the other entrants in the race. 
That takes hours.” 

Mr. A’osluirgli was asked whether he ever syni 
pnthizod witli some of the horses uixni whieli he 
has imoosed very heavy weights. "The handi- 
eapiier must not allow himself to s.vnipathize,” 
he replied. ‘’Personal feelings should not enter 

into his calculations.” 

He instanced Ratnatio. upon whieh finally he put 
l-5*> iMuinds: Reliable, whieh carried immenst* weight: 
Roseheu. tlie sprinter, whieh carried more than 
14*) iioimds in low-\vei,ght handicaps. He recalled 
a horse. Perrier. ii|)on whieh he (dai-ed 1*>0 pounds 
at Brookline, Alass. AA'eight liad to go on with 
every victory. It ma.v he added that Ferrier won 
that event. 

•’AA'as he ever fooled by a horse''” Yes. Mr. 
A'oshnrgh admitted frankly that he had lieen fooled. 
Needless to sa.v, horsemen who have trie*l to run 
a horse to lose many times in order to have liini 
win ultimately with generous odds against him, 
have not sneeeeded as well as the.v hoped to do. 
'Phere was one horse lie rememliered whieh started 
at ninety-three pounds. Reliable, in l.'lfio, and which 
kept on winning miHl fiiiall.v he was carr.ving 12ti 
lioiinds. 'Phere have been other horses whieh went 
in at light weights only to lose, and yet weight 
went up on them. Those powerful glasses are not 
useless. 

"There are some little games which of course 
1 eaiinot iirevent.” he explaiiusl. "In a race, for 
instance, where the top weiglit must lie 12(i tioimds 
a trainer has a horse wliieh he wants to win. He 
knows tliat he cannot win witti the lieavlest weight. 
He goes to a friend with a better liorse. wliieh. 
however, ma.v not be in form, unit has that liorse 
entered. 'Plie top weight must g.i on that horse. 
'Phe other hors4> gets in with ligliter weight. Hti 
Hie apiMiintisl day the top horse is withdrawn; 
the other wins.” 

"How do tile horses of today eonqiare with the 
horses of the iiast’'” 

"I am. not old enough yet to believe that the 
old da.vs were tlie best.” was the smiling answer. 
"'Phe hor.ses today are just as good, averaging 
throughout, and the racing just as good as It ever 
was. ' The piihlie interesr iu racing is reviving. 
I judge that h.v the niiniher of horses offered for 
linudicapping. I liandica|iped lO.OD*) horses in lOu.’l. 
tlie high tide of racing, and only oOO lii 1911, wlien 
it was lowe.st. Last year the nuniiier was o.OiXi 
and tills year that figure will l»e inireased. 'Tlie 
increased or revive*! t>nblic interest is seen in the 
increased imrses. If it eoiitinnes as it is going 
now Hiere will bo still more next year.” 

‘•The best horses you have ever put weight on?” 

Mr. A'osbiirgh slunik his head at first, tlicn lie 
studied a bit. 

‘'■pile lies! horses — well, tlie best I liave ever 
seen race were Salvator. Henry of Navarre and 
Sys.inby.”

Baltimore, .Aid., August 25. — .Tiiilgiiig liy Hie re- 
sponse that horsemen have alriuidy made in enter- 
ing for the different stakes and liandieaps which 
are to be run at tlic I.aiirel meeting during the 
iiiuntli of tielois'r, and whieli close tomorrow. 'I’liiirs- 
ilay. August 2i'>. one can take it for grante*! tliat 
the coming meeting sluuild lie the greatest from 
any angle liHikiMl at in the history of tliis iiopiilar 
racing organization. 

It is but nauiral that such should lie tlie ease. 
Hf file .seveiitisMi features setieduled. each aiul every 
one <if whieh are of the uioiiey-adderl variety, the 
sum total of the iiioiiey added to tlie nominations 
and starting is !i;25.*i«Ml. 'Pliiuigli this, in a sense, 
will act as a iiiagiiot to attract the better classes 
of liorses. amiile provishin will be tiiaile for all 
classes. Hie program of the iiKs*tiiig Iieing made up 
Mitli Hie idea in view that eqiiit.able eonditions 
sliimld prevail, to the end that liigh-elass racing 
will la* the natural oiiteome. Throughout the 
samiiier nioiiHis the plant has been under n-pnir 
where needed, and though the course has underwent 
a reiiiarkahle change for the ladter under the 
liresent management, visitors will note several iin- 
luovements tliat have lately taken i>laiH>, all done 
with the idea of providing eomfoit for the patrons 
of the sport. 

The Laurel course has the distinetion of eontalnl 
ing the greatest and most complete pari-mutuel 
plant in this country, and one that has given such 
satisfaction to the patrons r>f racing, that It would 
be no cause for surprise if the luanagemeiit were 
forced to enlarge it in another year. 

There are manv turfmen who believe that the 
question of the championship of the juvenile di- 
vision. ob^even in the all aged division, will not 
be detinitelv settl«*il niitn the LatVfe! meeting is in 
full swing.' 'I'liey point to the fact that the Fn- 
tiiritv will find ' many of the two-year-old stars 
absioit. for one reason or another, and as the en- 
tries to the Laurel two-.vear-old stakes *‘ontain tlie 
names of the greater iiiimlR-r <if these cracks, the 
meeting is bound to take on an added interest.
